The Harmer-Dalwick team 
started collecting Newfoundland 
airmail information in the late 
1920’s and had enough data on 
regular issues and pioneer flights 
to justify publication, when the 
war broke out. They now plan 
to produce a well illustrated book 
of about 200 pages. — 

In the course of his data dig- 
ging, Lieutenant Harmer has 
turned up a block of 12 and strip 
of three essays or trial printings 
of the rare 1919 “Hawker.”

Believed To Be First 
Air Mail Star Route 


Mr. W. R. Mann of Midland, 
Texas, submits an aif mail cover 
which he states he believes to be 
the first Air Mail Star Route in 
the United States. 

The cover has a typewritten ca- 
|chet which reads: 

First Day Cover 
First Air Mail Star Route 
in U. S. A. 
Monahans-Odessa-Midland- 
Stanton-Big Springs, Texas. 
Inaugurated Feb. 1, 1939 

On the back is a cachet of the 
usual nature. The cover was post- 
ed at Midland, addressed to Wyom- 
ing. Mr. Mann states that the 
Greyhound Bus Lines, picked up 
the mail at the towns named, de- 
livered it to Big Springs where 
it was taken by Air. This saved a 
matter of 12 hours on Air Mail. 

This service is now discontinued 
as Midland has its own direct air 
connection, 

Students of Air Mail 
might be .interested in this item 
and confirmation of the above. 





Jap Surrender Stamp 
Sent From The Missouri 


Wesley Smith sends the follow- 
ing clipping from the Jefferson 
City (Mo.) News. 

“A commemorative stamp from 
the Battleship Missouri in Tokyo 
Bay was received by Governor 
Phil M. Donnelly today from the 
Missouri’s Comanding Officer, S. 
S. Murray.” 

“The six cent airmail stamp was 
imprinted ‘Japanese Formal Sur- 
render”. The Governor said he 
planned to keep it among his 
memories.” 

For the benefit of those who 
may get excited over this bit of 
information, the stamp has no 
status as a special stamp and fur- 
thermore, when defaced by the 
printing of words across its face, 
it had no status as a_ postage 
stamp. Any use of a stamp in this 
manner would have to be sanc- 
tioned by the P. O. Department. 

So if you want one like it, take 
any stamp used on a cover and 
letter your own wording on it.

Navy Stamp Oct. 29 
And A Navy. Cancel 





The date of issue for the Navy 
stamp has been set for October 
27th. It seems that this date is a 
bit out of order in that October 
10th is the One Hundredth Anni- 
versary of the founding of the 
United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. It would have been 
fitting that the stamp be issued at 
Annapolis on this date. Altho 
October 27 has been announced 
by the Department as day of is- 
sue, the place of issue has not yet 
been announced 

October 27 is known as Navy 
Day and is observed annually by 
the Navy League of the United 
States. 

Another interesting item for 
collectors is a special postmark 
which is being used at Annapolis, 
Maryland. First day of use for this 
postmark according to Mr. Moe 
Luff of New York, was August 
29th. The Postmark is the usual 
circle with town and date and to 
the right of this is an oblong box 
bearing the words “U.S. NA- 
VAL ACADEMY / CENTENNIAL 
/ 1845------- 1945”, 

Collectors wanting this cancel 
can undoubtedly obtain same by 
sending covers to the postmaster 
at Annapolis. Send at once for the 
celebration at the Academy starts 
Oct. 10 and runs for several days. 

In addition to the cancel a ca- 
chet is being used, so be sure to 
request that also and send covers 
with space at left side for the 
cachet. Best date will probably 
be October 10th. 

The Postoffice Department has 
also announced that the Coast 
Guard stamp will be isued Nov- 
ember 10, first day will be New 
York City where the stamps will 
be sold first from the steps of the 
Sub Treasury, where Alexander 
Hamilton organized the Guard, 
then called the Revenue Marine, 
August 4, 1790.

Philately has lost a man who 
has been outstanding in the stamp 
world. Albert E, Pade came to| 
America from Aalborg, Denmark, | 
many years ago. He set up in the} 
stamp business and his chief line | 
of business was mixtures. Mr.| 
Pade first located in the east and | 
several years ago on the advice of | 
his physicians he moved to Den- 
ver in the hope that the higher | 
altitude would be beneficial 
his health. 

He has been ill but a short time | 
in a Denver hospital and passed | 
away on September 16th. Mr. 
Pade was 53 years of age. 

His business with stamps was} 
almost wholly in mixtures of for- | 
eign stamps. He imported most of} 
these from Europe and made fre-| 
quent trips abroad to arrange for 
purchase of stamps from the post- 
office departments of some of the 
European Governments. 

His sales run into large amounts 
and his stamps were usually im- 
ported in lots of one or several 
tons. Handling from fifty to seven- 
ty-five million stamps per year 
was normal business for Pade. His | 
sales were to customers in all! 
parts of the world and his list 
carried many thousands of names.

Canadian Notes 

This data might be old to Ca- 
nadian Precancel collectors but to 
those of us who are interested in 
Canadian Precancels but are not 
in touch with the Canadian Phil- 
atelic Press we often wonder 
about a lot of things. One answer 
I find in B. N. A. Topics in the 
Precancel Column written by the 
Sec. of the British North Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society. Mr. Jack 
Levine, of 510 Liberty Ave., 
Brooklyn, N. Y. I have noted in 
recent months those Canadian 
precancels that we might refer to 
as “Bars” coming through and of- 
ten wondered about them. Mr. Le- 
vine says there are 131 Canadian 
Offices Authorized to use this 
type precancellation and of course 
unless on cover you cannot tell 








oo0|the place of origin. These precan- 


cels appear only on the Ic, 2c, 3c 
and ie coils and I believe there 
are several different combinations 
of lines as well as widths. We 
printed in Linns a long time ago 
the Canadian Numeral checklist. 
With the advent of the Bar pre- 
cancels this list must be obsolete 
and unless I am way off the beam 
some cities have gone back to us- 
ing the Town name others the 
plain Bars, wrong? In the Octo- 
ber B. N. A. Topics is a list of 
Offices authorized to use the Nu- 
meral precancellation. In check- 
ing this against old lists I find 
several towns that do not appear 
on this list. This then is the list 
as revised to the date of publica- 
tion and of course would be good 
only in securing precancels from 
those cities named. The _ thing 
seems to be involved but highly 
interesting. I do know that Ca- 
madian Precancels are really at- 
tractive and wish I had the time 
to make a collection of them. 





Nelsonville, Ohio. 

One of the most bandied about 
towns in the state, An on-again 
off-again Flanigan” town because 
it is listed then deleted and now 
listed. for good we hope. There 
have been several types including 
“Fakes” suspected from this place. 
I have a ringer for a U-86 but it 
curves a little so I consider it a 
provisional. Latest suspect was a 
2c Defense in a type similar to U-79 
or U-80. On this stamp it looked 
like the real McCoy but the same 
type on a 15¢c Special Delivery 
makes one believe its a_ roller.

They 
of course meant other than the 
definately established U-12IN 
metal handstamp. So now you can 
put this: place back on your OHIO 
town list. Its back for good.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Stamps Reflect 
Hydro-Electric 
Power Progress 


By E. E. Deutscn 

Industrial growth is closely linked 
with development of power, and al- 
most every country with adequate 
rainfall has tapped water supplies 
for electricity to expand its power 
stockpile. 

Some two-thirds of the water pow- 
er now utilized has been developed 
since 1910. More than a fourth of the 
electrical energy in the United States 
alone is produced by water power. 

In many instances it has been pos- 
sible to harness the natural flow of 
water. Foremost among such instal- 
lations is Niagara Falls, pictured on 
the 25-cent stamp of the 1922-26 se- 
ries of the United States. 

Scientists and engineers have 
joined forces in perfecting the in- 
stallations necessary for artificially 
creating headwaters required to pro- 
duce the flow.

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RECONVERSION IN THE STAMP WORLD 
Yes, we in the stamp world also are going through this recon- 
version period although to the average person it is hardly noticeabie. 
There is however, every opportunity for a wide awake publisher to 
note many things that give ample evidence that reconversion is 
» happening in the stamp world. Thousands of col- 
lectors who have been abroad with our armed 
forces are returning home. For these boys there 
will be the task of picking up where they left off 
and adding the missing United States issues to their 
collection. One way that collector friends of these 
boys can help is to give them some of your dupli- 
cates. What better plan than that at the larger city 
stamp clubs, the boys should hold a special night 
for these friends who served «in the armed forces. 
Invite every member to bring down some of his 
duplicate material of the past few years and have 
a real stamp shower for these returning friends. 
We recollect of one Pennsylvania stamp club that 
started at the beginning and laid away stamps of 
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the new issues for their members who were abroad. You who did 
not have this foresight can remedy that matter now and what a 
welcome it would make for any of the boys. 

Then there is reconversion of another kind as many of these 
men who went abroad had been in the stamp business before they 


went away. Some simply stored their stocks and what a_ lucky 
thought that was for any good stock of stamps put away, two, three 
or four years ago has grown in value and what a surprise that will 
be for some of them 

Others sold out, lock, stock and barrel and many of these boys 
will be in the market for a new stock, 

Yes, and they have the cash too. That is they should have a sub- 
stantial amount of cash for many of these boys who have come back 
are well supplied with ready money (and we hope they know how 
to use it). Some do not however, as we have already seen evidence 
of some reckless spending by men who will be wanting help soon. 

There were some bright boys abroad, we have word from one 
man who writes that he shipped home 3000 sets of the Austrian AMG 
stamps and he states further, I suppose they are ail sold now. 

Such far sightedness lays up a nice nest egg for this man, for 
3000 sets of these stamps at face in Austria, converted to dollars in 
America makes a nice pile of cash. 

We will also have some reconversion for Mr. Average collector 
fm that stamps of some of the countries which he has favored have 
been hard to get in the past few years. Now he will have the oppor- 
tunity to go back and pick up those issues. 

All in all, this should be a big season for everyone in the stamp 
world. 

The publishers, such as ourselves are also having a lot of re- 
conversion. In our case we were mailing several hundred papers 
abroad each week besides covering several hundred USO clubs in 
this country and abroad, 

With the boys coming home fast and no permanent address, we 
are removing many of these names from our list each week. With the 
need for USO clubs passing from day to day we are canceling many 
of these. Here is a typical order from the U. S. O. club at Tullahoma, 
Tenn. See what the Director of one of these clubs has to say: 

September 7, 1945

With the closing of all, but one, of the USO’s at Tullahoma, 
Tenn.

NEW ZEALAND ANNOUNCES 
HANDSOME PEACE ISSUE 





(Continued from page 1) 


Post Office. The object of the ser- 
ies is not only to mark the re- 
storation of peace, but also to pay 
due tribute to all those who, 
whether in the Armed Forces or 
in other directions, assisted in the 
war effort. 

There will be eleven denomina- 
tions in the series, the individual 
values being — %44d,, 1d., 1%d., 
2d., 3d., 4d., 5d., 6d., 8d., 9d., and 
ls. The 1d., 2d., 6d. and 8d. de- 
nominations will be suitably over- 
printed for use in each of the 
Island territories—Cook Islands, 
Niue and Western Samoa. 

The stamps were designed by 
Mr. J. Berry, Wellington, who has 
designed a considerable number 
of New Zealand stamps. The 
printing is being undertaken in 
England by three firms—the 1d. 
and 2d. values by Messrs Brad- 
bury Wilkinson & Co. Ltd.; the 
1%d. and 1s. denominations by 
Messrs Harrison & Sons, Ltd.; and 
the remainder by Messrs Water- 
low and Sons Ltd. All the stamps 
will be printed by the intaglio 
process except the 114d. and Is. 
values which will be produced by 
collogravure. 

As far as_ practicable, the 
“Peace” stamps will be used in 
place of the current stamps of 
similar denominations for the per- 
iod for which they are on issue— 
probably about twelve months. 

As the date of issue of the 
“Peace” stamps is necessarily in- 
definite at this stage it would be 
advantageous if orders—particu- 
larly those from overseas—were

placed with the Stamps Branch, 
General Post Office, Wellington, 
New Zealand, as soon as possible.
